A HANGING-BEE IN KANSAS. 
[Chicago Times SpeciaU 
Leavenworth, May 29.—^Th' e man 


Murray, who was arrested and bound 
over a short time ago as the murderer 
of the Widow Costello, on the 14th 
inst., at Easton, fifteen miles out from 
this city, on the line of the Kansas 
Central Railway, was ^ e n from his 
lOuse 
early 
this 
morning, 
be- 
tween 
12 and 
1 o'clock, by 
a 
band of masked me^r, and hanged 
to a tree about a mile and a half from 
his residence. 
The murder of Mrs. 
Costello was a most atrocious and 
cowardly one, although the victim 
had not been raped, as the medical 
examination proved, and was at first 
suspected. 
Several parties were ar- 
rested for the murder, and each time 
it was with the greatest diflSculty that 
the ofl5cers of the law could prevent 
the people of Easton and vicinity, 
who were worked up to a fever heat 
the 
committal 
of 
the hor- 
rible deed, from lynching the prison- 
ers as soon as they were arrested. All 
of the parties arrested, however, suc- 
ceeded in proving their innocence, un- 
til at last suspicion fell upon Murray, 
who lived upon the farm adjoining 
that of the murdered woman. 
He 
was accordingly arrested, and, at the 
preliminary examination, facts very 
damaging to him were brought out, 
and he was bound over to appear at 
the next term of the district court 
for trial. Murray had had a quar- 
rel with the victim of the murder a 
short time before the crime was com- 
mitted, and, from the facts brought 
out before the examining magistrate, 
the guilt was pretty clearly fastened 
upon him, though by no meansproved. 
This morning, between 
12 and 1 
clock, a band of men, all masked, 
knocked at Murray's door and de- 
manded admittance. 
He came down 
stairs with his wife and asked what 
was wanted, when they told him they 
would tell him when he opened the 
door. As soon as the door was opened 
they rushed in, leaving four of their 
number to quiet the wife and prevent 
her from making any noise, they took 
Murray to a tree about a mile and a 
half from the house and hanged him. 
After guarding the woman for a short 
time the sentinels opened the doore 
and ran away. She proceeded to a rel- 
ative, living near by, but he was 
afraid to go with her to see what they 
had done with her husband, but this 
morning 
the dead 
body of 
the 
latter 
was found 
hanging 
to a 
tree. Who 
the men engaged 
in 
the lynching were no one knows, al- 
though it is said they came from the 
towns surrounding Easton as well as 
from the latter place. 
In taking 
Murray to the fatal tree not a word 
was said, and in silence the doomed 
man died. There is a great deal of 
feeling here upon the matter. 
Every 
care 
will 
be 
taken 
to 
ferret 
out the parties 
who 
were en- 
;ed in the hanging, for as Murray 
_.J not been proved guilty, it was 
possible that he was not the man who 
committed the deed, although certain- 
the facts seemed very much against 
him. The people of Easton and that 
vicinity have been very much excited 
over the murder, the community hav- 
ing been wrought up to the very high- 
est pitch, in fact, and thinking Mur- 
ray was the man, took the law into 
their own hands, owing to the fear 
that justice might be too slow.

be resorted to except on extraordinary 
occasions. But there remains the fact 
that

unconstitutional; 
that it 
is abundantly 
justified 
by 
numerous 
precedents, 
most 
of them made by the republican party, 
and that, in the present ins^nce, a de 
facto president, who was never elected 
to office, has joined with a minority of 
congress to obstruct and defeat the 
will of a majority of congress, who 
have at their backs an overwhelming 
majority of the American people. 
Mr. HATES, when in congress, was an 
active supporter of this kind of legis- 
lation and never, by word or action, 
dissented from it. 
A regard for con- 
sistency should close his mouth on 
this subject now. 


Mr. HAYES proceeds to defend with 
considerable ability and not a little so- 
phistry, the principle of national inter- 
ference with elections.

An Attenuated Piece 
of 
"Stalwart" Reasoning. 


The HOUM 
REFUSED to Pass the 
Bitf Over the Vetó. 


Washington, May 29.—The follow- 
ing message from the president was de- 
livered to the house of representatives 
this afternoon : 
To the House of Jiepreteniaiives: 


Sire—After mature consideration of the 
bill entitled "An act making appropria- 
tions for the legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial expenses of the government for the 
fiscal year ending June 3')th, 1880, and for 
other purposes," I herewith retv^n it to 
the honse of représentatives in which it 
originated, with the following objéctions 
to its approval. 


The main purpose of the bill is to appro- 
priate money required to support during 
the next flscal year the several civil de- 
partments 
of 
the 
government. 
The 
amount appropriated exceeds in the ag- 
gregate Ii8,000,000. This money is needed 
to keep In operation the essential func- 
tions of all the great departments of the 
government, 
l^rislatlve, 
executive 
and 
Judicial. 
If 
the 
bill 
con- 
tained 
no 
other 
provisions 
no 
objection 
to 
its 
approval 
would 
be 
made. It embraces, however, a number of 
clauses relating to subjects of great gen- 
eral interest which are wholly unconaect- 
ed with the appropriation which it pro- 
vides for. Objections to the practice of 
tacking general legislation to appropri- 
atioti bills, especially when the object is 
to deprive a co-ordinate branch of the gov- 
ernment 
of 
its 
rights 
to 
the 
free 
exercise 
of 
its 
own 
descretion 
and 
judgment 
with 
regard 
tr> such 
general legislation were set forth in the 
special message in relation to house bill 
No. 1, which was returned to the house of 
representatives on the 29th of last month. 
I regret that the oblectlon« which were 
then expressed to this method of legisla- 
tion have not seemed to congress of suf- 
ficient weight to dissuade them from this 
renewed incorporation of general enact- 
ments 
in an 
appropriation 
bill, and 
that 
my 
constitutional 
duty 
in 
respert 
to 
the 
general 
legislation 
thus I'i.n . il 
before me cannot be dis- 
charged without seeming to delayj how- 
ever briefly, the necessary appropriations 
by congress for the support of the govern- 
ment. xVIthout repeating those objections 
I respectfully refer to that meisage for a 
statement of ray views on the principle 
maintained in the debate by the advocates 
of the bill, viz : that to withhold appro- 
priations is a constitutional means for the 
redress of what the majority of the house 
of 
represetatives 
may 
regard 
as 
a 
grievance." 
The bill contains the follow- 
ing clauses, viz: 


"And,provided/uriher, 
that the follow- 
ing sections of the revised statutes of the 
United States, viz : sections 2,016, 2,018 and 
2,020, and all succeeding sections of said 
statutes down to and including section 
2,0*27 and also 5,522 of the same are hereby 
repealed 
and that all the other 


sections of the revised statutes and all the 
laws and parts of laws authorizing the 
appointment 
of chief 
supervisors 
of 
elections, 
special 
deputy 
marshalls, 
of elections or general deputy marshals 
having any dnties to perform in respect to 
any election, and prescribing their duties 
and powers »nd allowing them compensa- 
tion, be and the "same are hereby re- 
pealed." 


It also contains clauses amending sec- 
tions 2,017, 2,019,2,028 and 2,031 of the re- 
vised statutes. 
• 


The sectionsof the revised statutes which 
the bill, if approved, 
would repeal or 
amend are part of an act approved May 
2»), 1870, and amended Feb. 28, 1878, entitled 
"An act to enforce the rights of citizesu of 
the United States to vote in the several 
states ot this union and for other purpos- 
es." 
All of the provisions of the above 
named acts, which it Is proposed in this 
bill to repeal or modify, relate to congres 
sional elections. 
The remaining portion 
of the law whicli will continue in force 
after the enactment of this measure is that 
authorizing the appointment by ajudge of 
the circuit court of the United States of 
two supervisor J of election in each elec- 
tion 
district 
at 
any 
congre8"-ional 
election 
on 
due 
application 
of 
citizens who desire, in the language of 
the law, "to have such election guarded 
and scrutinized." The duty of the super- 
visors will b3 to attend at the polls at all 
congressional 
elections, and to remain 
after the polls are open until eveiy vote 
cart has been counted, but they will have 
no authority to make arrests or to perform 
other duties than to be in the immediate 
presence of the officers holding the elec- 
tion and to witness all their proceedings, 
including the counting of votes, 
and 
mtiklng a return thereof. 


The p^rt of the election law which will 
be repealed by the approval of this bill in- 
cludes those sections which give author- 
ity to supervisors of election to personally 
scrutinize the count and canvass each bal- 
lot, and all the sections which confer au- 
thority upon United States marshals and 
deputy marshals in connection with con- 
gressional elections. 


The enactment of this bill will ^so re 
peal section 5,522 of the Icriminal statutes 
of the United States, wlüch was enacted 
for the protection of United States officers 
engaged in the discharge of their duties 
at congressional elections. 
This section 
protects supervisors and marshals in the 
performance of their duties by making 
the obstruction or asssaulting of 
these 
officers or any Interference with them by 
bribery 
or 
solicitation 
or 
other- 
wise. crimes against the United Stiites. 


The true meaning and effect of

proposed legl&lalion aa-e plain. 
Sunervis- 
ors with authority to observe and witness 
proceedings at congressional elections will 
be left, but there will be no power to pro- 
tect them, or to prevent interference with 
their duties, or to punish any violation of

United States at national elections will 
remain; the substance will be gone. Su- 
pervision of election« will be reduced to 
mere inspection without authority on the 
part of the supervisors to do any act what- 
ever to make the election a fair one.

prevent their opponents from obtaining 
uniair advantage. The object of the bill 
is to destroy any control whatever by thé 
United States over congressional 
elec- 
tions. 


The passage of this bill has been urged 
upon the ground that the election of mem- 
bers of congress is a matter which concerns 
the states alone; that these 
elections 
should 
be 
controlled 
exclusively 
by 
the 
states; 
that 
there are and 
can 
be no such elections as national elections 
and that the existing law of the United 
States regulating congressional elections is 
without warrant In the constitution. 
It 
is evident, however, that the framera of 
the constitution regarded the election of 
members of congress in every state and in 
every district as in a very Important sense 
justly a matter of political Interest and 
concern to the whole country. 
The orig- 
inal provision of thb constitution on this 
subject is as follows: 
. Section 4, artlcl« 1.—"The times, places 
SAdmanner of holding elections for sen- 
ators and representatives shall be pre- 
Hxlbed in each state by the legislature 
thereof, but conness may at any time, by 
law, make or alter such regulations, ex- 
cept as to the places of choosing senator." 


A further provision 
has since been 
added which Is embraced in the 
fifteenth 
amendment. It is as follows : 


Sec. 1. "The right of citizens of the 
United States to vote shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States, or by 
any states, on account of race, color or 
previous condition of servitude. 


Sec. 2. "The congress ehal have power to 
enforce this article by appropriate legisla- 
tion," 


Under the general provisions of the con- 
stitution, sec. ;;4 art. i., congress In ]8(i6, 
passed a comprehensive law which pre- 
scribed fall and detailed regulation for 
the election of senators bv the le^slatures 
of the several states. This law nas been 
in force almost thirteen years. In pursu- 
ance of it all the members of the present 
senate of the United States hold their 
seats.

and vice présidât of the United States. 
They attracted le attention of the whole 
country. It wa: plain that if they could 
be continued ail repeated with impunity 
free governmen was impossible. A dis- 
tinguished sentor, in opposing the pass- 
age of election iws, declared that he had 
for a long time relieved that our form of 
government wa comparatively a fè,ilure 
in large cities. To meet these evils and to

The framers d these laws have not been 
disappointed ii their results. In the large 
cities, under teir provisions, elections 
have been peacable, orderly and honçst.

San Francisco, Ma^ 29.—Troy Dye, 
formerly public administrator of Sac- 
ramento county, and his partner in 
crime, Edward Anderson, where hung 
at Sacrattiento to-day for the murder 
of A. M. Tullis last August. Last 
ni^ht Dye took leave of his wife and 
this morning bade farewell to his 
children, father and brothers. 
For 
sonie time past he has behaved in a 
wild and violent manner, but as the 
end approached, calmed himself and 
preserved a rational demeanor, except 
occasional outbreaks. 
At an early 
hour this morning a crowd gathered 
in the streets and on the tops of the 
buildings near the court-house, but 
only the ofiScials, spiritual advisers 
ana representatives of the press were 
admitted to the court-yard. During 
the morning Dye made arrangements 
for the disposal of his property, while 
Anderson,'who has preserved through- 
out unmoved tranquillity, remained in 
conference with his clergymen. 


At 11 -.50 the prisoners were notified 
to prepare for the scafiFold. Anderson 
came from the cell smiling and self- 
possessed, while Dye was so overcome 
with emotion as to require support. 
At noon the prisoners ascended the 
scaffold. 
While the shrouds were 
drawn over them the clergymen read 
ti^e testament concerning Anderson's 
spiritual condition, also a statement 
written by Anderson, admitting the 
justness of his sentence and expre«- 
»ii^ a hope of redemption. 


Dye meanwhile grew weak and pale, 
and vomited twice, but remained 
quiet. 
The clergymen then began

A Complete Tissue of Falsehoods. 


In ils abnormal desire to print 
something startling or sensational the 
little New» is recently outstepping all 
the bounds of decent and legitimate 
journalism. On one evening it prints 
an article in violation of a solemn 
pledge to officers of the law to with- 
lold it, and the next evening it pub- 
lishes a sensation manufactured en- 
tirely out of whole cloth, and without 
the slightest foundation in fact. Last 
evening, for instance, it printed the 
following, under the captions—"An 
Irate 
Divine — Some 
Difficulty 
in the 
Umversalist 
Church—Rev. 
Mr. Crosley R ^ g n s His Pastorate" : 


On last Sunday a little difficulty occurred 
in the Universalist Church, which will 
probably break up the whole eoncem. It 
seems that the Rev. Mr. Crosley requested 
the trustees to met hjm at the church, as 
lome important business was to be trans- 
acted. Only one of the trustees responded, 
Mr. A. Hàttersley, and this Mr. Crosley 
considered as a direct Insult; but at the 
time did not say anything about it. 
In 
the evening, while the services were in 
progress, a thunder storm arose and some 
commotion occurred among the oonmga- 
tlon. Mr. Crosley, smarting under th® ac- 
tion of the trustees in the morning, sharp- 
ly «Icmed his Bible, and stepped down 
from the pulpit into the aisle and read his 
resignation to the congregation. As yet it 
has not been accepted, but we understand 
that the trustees nre to take action upon 
it on Saturday night. What difficulty it 
is that exists between the trustees and ttie 
pastorwe could not learn, as Mr. Crosley 
absent from the city. 
A SENTINEL reporter this morning 
interviewed Mr. Crosley, who was 
very indignant at the above publica- 
tion. He said that there was not one 
statement of fact in the éntire article. 
The trustees had met twice this week, 
and several of the board had been 
present on each occasion. These meetr 
ings were on business matters, and 
resignation h.ad not been spoken 
of at them. 
Mr. Crosley had called 
no meeting of the trustees to which 
Mr. Hattersley was the only one to re- 
spond. No such scene as described in 
the New» took place Sunday evening. 
Mr. Crosley did not leave his pulpit 
and go into the aisle, nor did he read 
any resignation.

storm he dismissed the congregation 
earlier than usual aa was done At the 
First 
Presbyterian 
and 
other 
churches. 


Mr. Crosley also stated that there 
had never been any discord in the 
Universalist Church since itsorganiaa- 
tion; 
that the 
congregation 
was 
entirely harmonious and in a more 
flourishing condition than ever before. 
It would hardly seem possible that 
a newspaper would deliberately in- 
vent a story of this kind in order to 
create a sensation, when it must know 
that a very few hours would demon- 
strate its absolute falsity. 
But that 
seems to be the only conclusion that 
can be arrived at as to the coune of 
the Nem in tkii article.
